SIR ELDON GORST’S CAREER. 


Jn appointing Sir Eldon Gorst to the high 
peat vacant in Egypt the Government has, 
it is bolieved, acted, not only on the advice of 
Nir Edward Grey, but on the persoual recom- 
mondation of Lord Cromer bimeelf, He may 
ba said to have been the favourite papil of Lord 
Cromer, Ho has been thoroughly groanded by 
that statesman iy sll thot aspportains to 
Egyptian affairs, possesses his complete con- 
fdr, and, next to the great financier himself, 
deserves credit with Lord Milner for tho 
financial roforms achieved in Egypt. More 
recently Sir Eldon Gorst bus been the prasent 
Foreign Secretary's ‘righthand man” in 
London, where, sa Assiatant Under-cecretary 
for Foreign Affsirs, he bas bean brought into 
contact with thy diplomatic world at its contral, 
and perhaps its most important, point, In 
character quiot but brilliant, undemonstra- 
tive bat determined, atill in the prime of 
life, Sir Eldon Goret will be able to deal, not 
ovly with the flasncial aspect of Egyptian 
affairs, bat-with any social or political phenomena 
which may call for the suavity of a diplomat 
with the inflexibility of a raler. Finance, os 
becomes s pupit of Lord Cromer, has beon his 
special study. In organisation he bas had con- 
sidorable experience, having bean responsible in 
1804 for the reorganisation of the Egyptian 
police aud tho internal administration of the 
country. He will alo bo notable as the first 
Consul-General of Egypt with a masterly 
knowledge of Arabic, 

The son of the Right Hon. Sir John Gorat, 
the new Consol-General was born in Now 
Zeeland forty-six years ago, and was educated 
at Eton and Trinity College, Cambridge, of 
which he is a Master of Arte, and whore he 
took the twentieth place in the now abolished 
Wranglership, Some time aftor leaving his 
university, Bir Eldon Gorst, waa for a time one 
of Lord Randolph Churchill’s- private secre- 
taries, Tater be atadied for the Bar, to which 
he was called in 1884, A year later be was 
nominated an Attaché in the Diplomatic Ser- 
vieo, and after passing a competitive examina. 
tion and an examination in public law, obtained 
his first appointmont in Cairo on Sept. 24, 
1886. From tho beginning of his service in 
Egypt it may be said that he was singled out, 
along with Lord. Milner, who wos one of his 
colleagues, as one of the “promising young’ 
men” of the day, In the year following his 
tdvent in Cairo he was appointed a ‘1 bird 
Secretary in the Diplomatic Service.

of market conditions, and it bas beon sufficiently 
cominon of late to show that underwriters have 
it within their powor to improve matorially the 
whole position of their businogs, ‘The loasos of 
the ‘past three months have rubbed off what 
little gilt there was on the 1006 nocounts, and 
their effects have been seversly felt by noarly 
avery one. It is this common suffaring which 
hes led to tha present improvement.

Mr, Edward Trodwin, of tho firm of Messrs. 
Gilbert: ‘MoCal! and Co., trading with Aus. 
tralasia, China, ihe Straits Settlements, and 
Bouth and Heat Afric), who is chaicman of the, 
Australian Merchants’ Associatiou,aad amember 
of the Australian Section of the London Cham- 
ber of Commerce, told the Royal Commission 
that in his opinion the success and proaperity 
of British merchants was bound up with the 
anecess and progperity of British shipping, 


and any legislation prejadicial to, tho 
one must react upon the other. Tho 
question of shipping rings and  con- 


ferences should b> considered with special ro- 
gard to the fact that British morchants and 
shipowners had to meet foreign, competition. 
The deferred rebate system, tho history of 
which Mr. Tredwin traced, was now no longer 
carried on by the shipper signing an agrae- 
ment to support thocouference lines, bat having 
givon thom his support be sent in his claim for 
rebate accompanied by a declaration that during 
tho preceding: twelve months ho had shipped 
only by the conference lines, Tho rebate was 
then paid in. consideration of his support. 
The shipowners bound themselves by their 
agreoment not. to ship on their own account, 
thus preventing the custom which had 
proviously provailed of merchants buying goods 
to fill np their vessels.
